_A Catholic Protest 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

We are authorized to express the dis- 
appfoval of this organization of Catho- 
“lic men. of your attitude on the action 
taken by the Board of Superintendents 
of the New York schools in banning 
The Nation from their libraries. 

It is apparently your position, as ex- 
pressed in your editorial, that the entire 
matter is merely a question of freedom 
of the press. Presumably, those who 
agree with the logical position of the 
Superintendents are opposed to such 
freedom, while those who favor the de- 
fenseless position that he is powerless 
to pass upon the reading matter of the 
New York schoo! children are defend- 
ers of such freedom. 

That there is no question of basic con- 
‘atitutional guarantees involved is clear- 
‘Ty shown by your own editorial com- 
ment, in which you referred to the 
articles in The Nation as “critica] of 
certain positions taken by the Roman 
Catholic Church,” and added that 
whether these criticisms were well 
founded or not, “the editors of The Na- 
tion certainly had a right to print them 
in a country which maintains freedom 
of the press as one of its first princi- 
ples.” 

-So far as we know, no one has chal- 
lenged the right of The Nation to 
print the articies. The Superintend- 
ents merely held the view that the 
articles made undesirable reading for 
schoo] children. 

In a recent statement they said in 
part: “We are not raising any question 
as to the right of a magazine to print 
any materia] it wishes to. We maintain 
that articles which repeatedly attack 
the religious belief of our pupils do 
not belong in public school classrooms 
or libraries. Freedom of the press 
has never meant that everything that 
is printed must necessarily be used in 
the public schools.” 

No well informed person will deny 
that the articles were both untrue and 
scurrilous. For example, they contafned 
attacks on the integrity of the Holy 
Father and in a sacrilegious and insulting 
Manner accused Catholics of sorcery 
and serious superstition. | 

They were neither constrtctive nor 
educational but constituted an unthink- 
able tirade against Catholicism and its . 
teachings. To say that freedom of the 
press demands that such articles be per- 
mitted reading in public school libraries 
is to ridicule the meaning of that phrase 
and interpret it as forbidding regulation 
of any character, a result too horrible 
to imagine in view of the many forms 
of indecent and immoral! literature 
which roll from the presses of this coun- 
try every day. 

May we add one further thought in 
eonsidering your editorial? You have 
consistently praised Mrs. Vashti McCol- 
lum and the opinion of the United 
States Supreme Court condoning her 
antagonism toward religion in the pub- 
lic schools. Now, in quite a reversal 
of your position, you take the incon- 
sistent view that attacks on religion 
should be permitted in the schools. 

In other words, religion in the schools, 
in a country whose governmental basis 
is religion, cannot be defended but it 
ean be attacked.

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Our Chance in China 

The steady eating away of the Chinese Gov- 
ernment by the remorseless rot at its center is 
a simple sequence of cause and effect. Instead 
of having driven the Communists north of the 
Yellow river, as he boasted six months ago he 
would do by now, Chiang Kai-shek is worse off 
than he was then. Disasters on the fighting 
front are being accompanied by disasters on the 
home front. Currency reform, to stop the in- 
flation that is gnawing China’s vitals, is break- 
ing up after a scant seven weeks. 3 

What is to be the United States’ policy re- 
garding this situation in China? If the increased 
aid to China, which the Republicans in Congress 
favor, is applied as at present, and as during the 
past several years, it will be virtually a waste. 
Is there no choice between doing nothing in 
China and thus letting Russia in at us through 
the back door, or doing something to no avail? 

There is, but only with sweeping reforms 
which the Chinese Government itself is capable 
of instituting. At present, much of the Ameri- 
can military equipment sent to China is falling 
into the hands of the Communists, as at Tsinan, 
where they captured enough to outfit three en- 
.tire columns. 

At present American dollars are falling into 
the rampant speculation at Shanghai, being 
siphoned there through venal Nationalist Gen- 
erals who don't really want to fight and. who are 
gambling with ‘half to two-thirds of the money 
supplied to. them through Nanking instead of 
hiring soldiers with it. 

Nearly three billion dollars has been spent by 
the United States in China, some of it to good 
purpose during the war, if only to buy time. 
But the long-range effect is worse than nothing. 
The country is actually worse off than it was 
three billion dollars ago. ~* 

One American adviser after another has told 
Chiang that he has got to clean up his army and 
his bureaucracy before China-can get anywhere, 
with American aid or without. There are in 
China men of intelligence, ability and devotion 


‘ who would help build a popular Government if 


they had the chance. Many of them are in the 
Democratic League: Some of them have been 
killed merely because they are moderates in- 
stead of extremists. 

At Peking the National University has been 
under systematic terrorization by bands of 
armed thugs. The purpose of this terror, ac- 
cording to John K. Fairbank, associate chairman 
of the China program at Harvard, is to halt any 
movement of liberal moderation that might com- 
pete with the Government party for American 
aid. . 

The sacrifices which the United States makes 
to supply China with funds and technical skill 
will be repaid in solid progress only if they are 
accompanied by a rise of responsible Govern- 
ment in China. American aid should be so ad- 
ministered as to bring this responsibility about. 
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lenorance Should Be Classified 

Three cheers—and long, loud ones—for Fred 
Allen and his fight against “give-away” radio 
programs As he says, they are killing original- 
ity and slamming the studio doors in the face 
of genuine talent.

Ladies and gentlemen, do we want the Rus- 
sians to know that we are a lot of dumb- 
bunnies, and probably push-overs to boot?

Fairness in Fines 

A $20,000 fine has been levied on a New York 
local of the CIO department store clerks for 
contempt of court. The union violated an in- 
junction against picketing a store where it had 
lost bargaining rights because its officers had 
not signed the non-Communist oath. ‘ 

Under the theory of the Taft-Hartley Act, th 
injunction became proper, and a fine heavy 
enough to enforce the injunction was also 
proper. Judge Goldsborough observed the same 
principle when, two years ago, he fined the rich 
United Mine Workers $3,500,000 (four-fifths of 
which he later suspended when the union 
obeyed his order). if fines are the tool with 
which the law does &s work, they should be 
heavy enough to hurt.* 

The emergence of heavy fines against laber 
unions, however, gives a sharper emphasis to the 
fact that fines for offenses by business organi- 
zations are often much too light. Under the

state employes are protected against just this 
sort of gouging. The statute expressly forbids

But the law will be 
no good if it is not enforced. Should it be 
winked at, it will be a snare and a delusion and 
civil service and the merit system will be 
degraded. 
Every state employe who has received a lug 


letter in violation of the law should report the 


fact to the prosecuting authorities. He owes it 
not only to him: as a public employe, but to 
the welfare of the state as a whole. | 

If a few local. party bosses were prosecuted 
and convicted for breaking the anti-lug law, 
they would be much more careful of the rights 
of public employes. The spoilsmen should have 
their ears pinned back in court. 
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No Compromise on Cartels 
Just before and during the recent war, Amert- 
cans learned anew the evil effects of cartels. 
These monopolies in international trade had not 
only exacted extortionate prices on many com- 
modities in various parts of the world. Member 
companies in Germany, the birthplace of car- 


tels, had allied themselves with Nazi imperialists 


by withholding from other countries scientific 
processes needed in fighting a war. 

I. G. Farben, had withheld from its American 
associates vital information in the manufacture 
of synthetic rubber and had restricted produc- 
tion in America of tungsten carbide, essential in 
the manufacture of machine tools. Cartels in 
friendly countries, principally Britain and Hol- 
land, had caused delay in stockpiling tin and 
natural rubber. 

The United States is now faced with the task 
of formulating a postwar policy on cartels. The 
Twentieth Century Fund has published a book, 
“Cartéls or Competition?,” to aid in developing 
a suitable policy. The authors, George Stocking 
and Myron Watkins, present an impressive bill of 
particulars against cartels. Cartels, they say, 

Hold prices too high and raise the cost of 
living. 

Delay or prevent new investment and 
technological progress. 

Promote economic instability and accent 
swings of the business cycle by holding 
prices rigid and cutting production in bad 
times. 

Foster inefficiency by holding an umbrella 
over high-cost producers. 
in industrially undeveloped areas like Africa 

or South America, they exploit the population 
by combining to pay too little for raw materials 
and charging too much for finished products. 

Yet most nations look upon cartels as a'legiti- 
ma.e rm of business. In view of the political 
power of cartels in most countries, there is no 
great hope for vigorous international action 
against cartels. 

But there are things which the United States 
can do‘by itself: Stocking and Watkins point 
some of them out. 

We can revise our patent laws—particularly 
international provisions which protect cartel- 
dominated patents. In the years before the last 
war these patents left us in,the lurch on tungsten 
carbide and synthetic rubber. 

We can strengthen and enforce antitrust laws 
within our own borders, and thus cause Ameri- 
can countries to compete more among them- 
selves in the export market. 

We can revise the WebB-Pomerene Act, limit-

One unusually articulate economics professor 
summed up the cartel problem thus: ‘Maybe we 
can’t destroy ‘em, but we can certainly mess 


‘em up.” 
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A Shame on Missouri 

Commenting Thursday on the hearing in 
St. Louis of the Legislature’s Equal Rights 
Committee, the Post-Dispatch quoted Presi- 
dent Cross of the University of Oklahoma as 
saying that he favored immediate enrollment 
of a Negro student in the university’s graduate 
school.

The life and hard times of a-~ Chinese 
family in New York City would seem, in - 
prospect, to be one more panel in the 
larger picture of immigrant struggle. The 
Czechs, the Swedes, the Jews, the Irish, 
and the Poles came in diverse ways to de- 
scribe a series of homogeneous patterns on 
their way’ upward, into social solvency. 
But not so the Chinese. 

The difference, very nicely illustrated in 
this novel, is one of equipment. They 
brought more of cultural ballast with them 
than any of the other peoples, and they re- 
garded with wider and calmer eyes the 
gaucheries of a civilization younger than 
their own. More than any other foreigner, 
and certainly in a way that no European 
could experience (since the Europeans and 
ourselves share the one civilization), the 
sensitive Chinese is a man from .Mars 
among us. Earnestly grateful though the 
poorest Chinese immigrant may be, he can- 
not but weigh our knowledge and our in- 
stincts against his own. He is not so pas- 
sionately anxious to disappear beneath the 
surface of America that he cannot pause to 
taste, and to roll critically upon his tongue, 
its characteristic flavors, It is this leaven- 
ing quality of judgment which gives such 
light and sparkle to a tale not otherwise 
distinguished by very much of physical 
movements. 

Every member of the family of Tom 
Fong has his commentary, implicit and ex- 
plicit, to make upon his new environment; 
but chief among these and most eloquent is 
the younger son, Tom Fong Jr. It is 
through his eyes that we are given the rare 
opportunity to examine again, freshly, the 
things you know too well now to think 
about unless goaded to do so. Observe 
young Tom’s calm rejection of street-gang 
tradition: that he must brawl! for his 
rights. (“I know you got stronger muscles. 
I know it without fighting. But that’s all 
you got. I say I won't fight you. And I 
won’t buy an ice pop for- you. Get it your- 
self.’’) 

Note his amazement at the psychic knots 
we tie ourselves into over sex. (He, con-. 
cludes that Americans are ashamed not of . 
sex but of childbirth, An interesting no- 
tion. You begin to deny it.) He is scorn- 
ful of any study of Napoleon (“a crazy 
killer”), and his explanation of the Decla- 
ration of Independence will prove to be a 
half-page of luminous simplicity for those 
who have forgotten what it says. 

The tale itself, as I have said, is mean- 
dering and quite unexciting, as it traces 
the careers of the Fongs along their sepa- 
rate ways, to individual forms of happi- 
ness. The tone'is the thing here. There 
is no need to explain at this time the 
warm and amiable penetration of Lin Yu- 
tang’s writing.

‘Golschman Presents ‘Catch-

The St. Louis Symphony Orches- 
tra entered its sixty-ninth season 
yesterday afternoon when it 
played ‘its first concert of the 
current season in Kiel .Auditor- 
ium. At the same time Conductor 
Viadimir Golschmann, who first 
came to St. Louis as a guest con- 
ductor in 1931, faced his eight- 
eenth season as director with full 


powers. The intervening period 
has been distinguished by substan- 
tial artistic and technical prog- 
ress, the particulars of which 
have been discussed many times 
in these columns and elsewhere. 


It would seem from the pro- 
gram, however, that Mr. Golsch- 
mann has observed no develop- 
ment in the public taste during 
the time of his incumbency. The 
layout of Tschaikowsky, Weber, 
Gershwin, Sibelius and Ravel is 
the same sort of catch-all that 
would have been considered rou- 
tine 20 years ago. In short, it was 
a traditional program, to make 
the best of it, and the fact that 
most of the compositions played 
have edged over into the “Pop” 
concert category, does not dis- 
qualify them, perhaps, for an 
institutional occasion.

ulations that are ™rs. Roosevelt 
accepted without a murmur in 
time of war seem oppressive and 
unreasonable in time of peace, 
even though Heaven knows the 
world does not as yet seem to be 
a peaceful one, and we still have 
what amounts to wartime military 
situations in various parts of the 
world where our men are sta- 
tioned. 


It seems to me not very un’ 


reasonable to expect that in peace- 
time if a man is married, even 
though he is only a private, ar- 
rangements should be made 
whereby it is possible to have his 
family, under reasonable condi- 
tions, in the place where he is 
stationed. By that I mean that 
housing should be available and 
the cost of living should measure 
up in some way to the man’s pay. 
ee Aha 


SIMPLY BECAUSE I think it 
is well for us to remind our mili- 
tary friends from time to time 
that in the United States they are 
dealing with a nation of people 
who have a strictly non-military 
make-up, I am going to write 
about some of the things which 
have come to me in a letter from 
one of our far-flung bases. 

In this case it is a Navy base, 
but I am quite sure the same 
thing could be said of many an 
Army and Air Force base. 

“The following picture, which 
I am about to paint for you,” the 
letter says, “is not a pretty one, 
but it is an accurate one. Will 
you bear with me for a few min- 
utes, even though I know you are 
an extremely busy woman? 
“First, I would like you to step 
into the little four-room apart- 
ment here that my husband and 
I share with another Navy wife 
and her husband and son. The 
Navy housing facilities for mar- 
ried enlisted personnel are so in- 


adequate that even the married: 


chiefs must wait on an average 
of 10 to 12 months for quarters. 
Since the term of duty has been 
limited to 18 months they find 
themselves ready to return to the 
United States by the time they 
have finally succeeded in reach- 
ing the top of any Navy housing 
list. Consequently, they are forced 
to endure horrid little one-room 
apartments throughout their tour 
there at exorbitant rentals. And 
many of them have two and three 
children. As for the rated men 
beneath the rank of chief, it is 
almost hopeless. Do you wonder, 
then, that they are going out of 
the Navy as fast as they possibly 
can and on any pretext?

“SECURITY in the Navy is a 
laugh to nearly all the enlisted 
men today. What is security when 
they can’t have their wives and 
families h them? And you 
know for a fact that popular be- 
lief that all Navy men are roving 
romeas is as old-fashioned as 
high-buttoned shoes.

THE WRITER of the letter at- 
tached a memorandum that gives 
the hours when male personnel 
may visit the female personnel in 
these quarters, but it is careful to 
state that the apartments occu- 

ied by families are not included. 

y correspondent says these 
apartments are assigned exclusive- 
ly to high-ranking civilian em- 
ployes and supervisors. The order 
also states that violators of the 
regulations set down will be se- 
verely punished, and the last regu- 
lation, which seéms to me to be 
really unreasonable, says that it 
is the responsibility of any and 
all occupants of the quarters in 
that particular area to report any 
infractions of the visiting-hour 
regulations, : 

This does make it hard on mar- 
ried couples, and it would seem 
that in peacetime a little thought 
might be given to changing the 
regulations that in wartime would 
be accepted without question. 

There is, of course, reflected 
also in my correspondent’s letter 
the usual feeling that a great deal 
more is done for the officers and 
their families than for the ‘en- 
listed men and theirs. This, again 
~while I found it during the war 
in several camps—is better ac- 
cepted in wartime because then 
families do not enter into the 
picture. 

x* «x * 

I MUST repeat that I have no 
idea whether these difficulties 
arise in other countries, but it is 
quite evident that in a democracy, 


where every enlisted man tends 
to feel that he is as important as 
an officer, these inequalities are 
more deeply resented. Many a man 
feels that while he is not actually 
in the Army or Navy he may in 
all probability be going back to 
civilian life where he might easily 
encounter those who are his su- 
perior officers at the moment on 
an equal footing. 

Therefore, he resents the lines 
that must be drawn in military 
organizations. And it is more im- 
portant to be considerate on every 
point where it is possible so that 
when the pressure of wartime 
necessity is removed, everyone 
feels they are on a peacetime foot- 
ing. 

Now that we are going through 
a period, which is none too pala- 
table to many of us, of accepting 
the draft in peacetime and peace- 
time training for military service, 
these questions of difference in 
living ,conditions—in military serv- 
ice during peacetime—should be 
given careful consideration.

AKE any food four or five 

minutes too short or too long 

and you have to.rate the re- 
sults poor in WS gore or eating 
quality, Underbaked cookies, rolls, 
Pie or casseroles:are doughy in 
texture and flavor, over- 
baked or scorched, bitter in flavor 
and too dry in texture. Perfectly 
baked food has perfect color, 
tempting flavor and appealing tex- 
ture. 

Excuses for baking imperfect 
products are many. Often they are 
a flimsy cover-up for a _ lack 
of personal responsibility. Some- 
times the recipe is blamed. It may 
recommend a baking time of 20 
minutes and so the irresponsible 
cook pulls the products from the 
oven at expiration of 20 minutes 
no matter how they appear. 

Experimental cooks who develop 
recipes can go only so far in their 
directions to help those who use 
recipes. The sizes or quantities 
of food baked may differ slightly 
from that specified in the recipe. 
Such a variation changes the bak- 
ing time one way or another, Food 
popped into an oven that has just 
started heating won’t bake as 
quickly as it would if put into an 
oven heated up to the recommend- 
ed baking temperature. 


TODAY'S PATTERNS | 
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Ovens that have been previously 


used for two or three hours build 
up heat in the oven walls and 
insulation which speeds up any 
baking that follows. When baking 
is done in a gas stove during 
mealtime preparation, the pressure 
is lower than when the baking is 
done between meal time when the 
pressure is high. Therefore, no 
matter what the recommended 
baking time is and no matter how 
good the recipe may. be, every cook 
has to assume some responsibility. 
She has to rely on hersown judg- 
ment and do some careful watch- 
ing to do the most beautiful of 
baking jobs. But doesn’t every 
cook want to do ju8t this to feel 
that her results have more or less 
depended on her own ingenuity”? 

Quick Pineapple Coffee Cake. 

Two cups all-purpose flour, three 
teaspoons baking powder, one- 
third cup sugar, three-fourths tea- 
spoon salt, one-third cup shorten- 
ing, one egg, two-thirds cup milk, 
one and one-half cups diced pine- 
apple, three tablespoons butter, 
one-fourth cup brown sugar, light, 
three tablespoons flour. 

Sift flour, then measure and 
resift twice with baking powder, 
sugar and salt, sifting last time 
into mixing bowl. Cut shorten- 
ing into flour mixture until par- 
ticles are size of peas. Beat egg, 
stir in milk, and add all at once 
to flour mixture. Stir vigorously 
until just well blended. Spread 
dough out into a shallow pan 
11x7x1% inches or approximately 
that size that has been well 
greased. Sprinkle about two-thirds 
cup pineapple over top. Combine 
remaining ingredients mixing with 


tips of fingers to obtain a coarse 


crumbly consistency. Sprinkle over 
dough, then sprinkle remaining 
pineapple over top. Bake in a 
moderately hot oven (400. F.) 
from 25 to 30 minutes. Serve 
while warm. Serves five to six.

South was extremely unhappy 
at his contract of one no-trump 
doubled, and with good reason, 
since he came out with only three 
tricks— his three aces. The de- 
fenders made no mistakes—West 
opened with the heart jack, not a 
diamond—and there was fothing 
that South could do to protect 
himself in the play. 

Considering the comparative 
weakness of the North-South 
hands, it was inevitable that the 
partnership should have suffered 
some loss on the deal, but there 
was certainly no reason to take a 
loss of 1100 points! As mentioned 
before, North was too passive—or 
perhaps too defeatist. The bid- 
ding told him clearly that South 
was probably in serious trouble at 
one no-trump—dquite aside from a 
player’s own hand, certain cre- 
dence must be placed in the oppo- 
nents’ actions under such circum- 
stances. Thus, West’s leave-in of 
his partner’s delayed double was 
significant, and while North could 
not anticipate a calamity (any 
more than West could), common 
prudence and self-protection sug- 
gested an effort to “wriggle out. 

Admittedly, North could not 
look with favor on increasing the 
contract, but this was case of per- 
haps saving a great deal at a 
small extra risk. Thus, North 
should have tried the rescue bid

Word for It

A FINE POINT OF USAGE. 


NEWSPAPER editor has sent 

me a headline which, he says, 

“set off a stormy but futile 
word battle in our editorial de 
partment.” The headline reads: 


Few Doubt Dewey Won't Win. 

The story that follows is to the 
effect that most local G.O.P. mem- 
bers are confident of Dewey's vic- 
tory in November. 

“Will you give us your interpre- 
tation as to what the ‘headline 
actually means?” the editor asks, 

Use of “doubt” followed by a 
negative statement is a common 
misuse. We often hear such 6x- 
pressions as: “I doubt if it won't 
rain today; I doubt if he won’t 
be there; he says he doubts if 
he'll notebe, able to come,” etc. 

The correct wording is: I doubt 
that it will rain today; I doubt 
that he will be there; he says he 
doubts that he will be able to 
come. 

Now the correct wording for 
the headline should be: Few 
Doubt Dewey Will Win, for this 
means that almost all the mem- 
bers are sure that Dewey will 
be elected, that only a few enter- 
tain any doubt about it. 

But as the headline was printed 
—Faew Doubt Dewey Won't Win— 
it states literally that practically 
all the members are certain of 
Dewey's defeat, but a few mem- 
bers doubt it. This, of course, is 
contrary to what is brought out 
in the story itself. 

It is not a question of grammar, 
but of logic and clarity of expres- 
sion: Since the misuse is rather 
common, today’s column should 
make good materia] for classroom 
discussion.

Student: I doubt that it will 
rain today. 

Teacher: Does anyone else doubt 
that it will rain today? (Three 
hands go up.)

Now lets 
write it on the blackboard: Few 
doubt that it will rain today. 

In such a sentence, the word 
means “do not believe.” Therefore, 
“doubt that it won’t” is equivalent 
to “do not believe that it won't,” 
which is a double negative.
